REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11.^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: 

Applicant asserts that the language of 47 is clear. However, lines 5 - 6 of claim 47 recite, "a welded portion formed by the 
welding has a projection projecting in the outer peripheral direction". Then, lines 8-10 recite, "the welded portion does not extend 
farther radially outwardly than an enlarged proximal-most end portion of the first wire and does not extend farther radially 
outwardly than a distal-most end portion of the second wire." It is unclear how a welded portion can be considered a projection if 
the welded portion does not extend farther than either the first or second wire. Applicant asserts that it would not have been 
obvious to modify Orr in view of Kawada et al. However the Examiner disagrees. Although the disclosure of Kawada et al. is 
directed to a Dumet wire, one having ordinary skill in the art would glean from the disclosure the benefit of having an enlarged 
portion at the welded location to improve the weld strength .
